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“If it looks like a duck, sounds like a duck and 
valks like a duck, it is a duck. This house is defmite- 
y three stories,” Planning Commissioner Jim Hester 
:aid at last week’s meeting, concerning the structure 
it 590 Acacia Street, Sierra Madre. And six of the 
seven commissioners vote that, indeed, it was a three- 
story house instead of two stories and a basement. 

Voting “no” was Commissioner Eloise Parker. 
Those who voted that it is a three-story building were 
Chairperson Whilma Holcombe and Commissioners 
James Hester, Gordon Miller, George Salisbury and 
Ross Tyree. Commissioner Bill Garr Jr. did not par¬ 
ticipate in the excnange because his father. Bill Garr 
Sr., was one of the residents’ group formed to chal¬ 
lenge the height of the building. 

The second motion called the structure over the 
30-foot-height limit for Sierra Madre. Parker again 
voted “no” and the others voted that it did exceed 

the height limit of 30 feet. 

Before Bill Garr Jr. disqualified himself, he 
said that he took issue with the staff concerning that 
agenda item in which it describes the item as “Con¬ 
firmation of Adminstrative Determination.” “This 
item was sent to the Planning Commission for the 
first time, for determination of terrain, height, viola¬ 
tion of codes. There is no word (in the City Council 
minutes) of ‘confirmation and determination.’” 

Commissioner Hester said he was intrigued that 
it (said it) was “referred back to the Planning Com¬ 
mission. We have never seen this before. It’s new to 


After a detailed description of the project by 
City Administrator Jim McRea, Bob Carter, attorney 
for the residents located near the structure, explained 
that “This building exceeds the Sierra Madre Muni¬ 
cipal Building code by three to four feet...If the build¬ 
ing is a terraced building, you measure each terrace 
separately...Look at the land it sits on. There are 
two distinct levels of land for the site of the building... 
This project clearly violates the spirit of the height 
limitation...They are insensitive to the use of the 

property.” . . 

Fred Wesley, former Planning Commissioner, 
and an architect for 15 years, said that there were two 
terraces, “Clearly, the building is 33 to 34 feet high... 
Mr. McRea feels there is no change. Change occurs 
where the grade changes. Had the applicant built a 
5(X)0- to 6000-foot building on the pad, it would not 
have violated the height ordinance. He explained 
that there was a “step” in the structure which is a 12- 
foot terrace...! recommend that it is a step or ter¬ 
raced building, that the height is 33 to 35 feet, and 
that the applicant should come back to comply with 
the ordinance and have it reviewed by the Planning 
Commission. The top floor has an eight-foot ceiling. 
If you take the top off, you can’t live in a room that 
is four feet tall.” 

Bill Garr Sr., Ron Coleman, Doug Lindenblatt, 
Jean Garr, Guy Dick, Darwin Labordo and Frank 
Baum all agreed that it was three stories high. 

Caroline Brown recounted the statement she 
had made at the City Council meeting when that

body discussed the building at 590 Acacia St. She 
said that early in October she was in the Planning 
office at city hall and “a contractor for this project 
was speaking to the building inspector.

David Gernsbach, lawyer for the owner of the 
building at 590 Acacia St., said that the ICBO (Inter¬ 
national Conference of Building Officials) had made 
a determination. “We are here to decide whether 
or not the property complies in three areas: the set¬ 
back has been resolved, there is no dispute on whether 
or not it is two stories, the ICBO is clear on that, 
and the building code. What is at issue is whether 
or not the structure is above 30 feet. There is no 
question that it’s not. A terraced house has different 
living levels...The point is: when you have a structure 
that’s like this one, it is NOT a terraced structure. 
The city administrator provided you with the sketches. 
The grade slopes down. They’ve built on that grade... 
It’s big, it’s within the guidelines.” 

Architect for the builder said, “It’s not a ter¬ 
raced building. There is not stepping up and down... 
What we’re doing here is to look at what rules are in 
black and white...The truth is what is in black and 
white.”

Wesley shot back that buildings are all custom 
made and the builder “must use judgment in inter¬ 
preting the rules.”

What 
is the difference between these duties? The trainer 
simply trains and the handler simply shows the animal. 

“I knew from the very first that I was going to 
be serious...! could feel it. I could just feel something 
in my heart. Like dedication. I don’t know how to 
describe it; it’s just something that happens to you 
that you don’t have any control over.” That describes 
Penny’s emotions about his profession. 

Those who watch him say that all dogs love him 
but they also respect him. He looks into the souls of 
those animals. He’s firm when he needs to be firm 
and gentle when there is no chance of their getting 
away with anything. 

Penny got his all breed handling license from 
the American Kennel Club (AKC) in 1957 after he 
had been showing only German Shepherds for years. 

Penny was born and raised in Philadelphia; how¬ 
ever, his family moved around the country every two 
years because his father was in the Army. His father 
started serving in World War I as a foot soldier, was 
called back for World War II as a liaison between 
Patton and Bradley during the Battle of the Bulge. 
He was attached to Gen. Omar Bradley’s staff and 
was assigned to be with Gen. Patton. The senior 
Penny was in Korea, also, and after the big war he 
wrote the history of the Third Army. He was one of 
five historians that worked on that history. 

Penny and his two brothers were in the service, 
also; Bob was in the Army Air Corps, as they called 
it then, and one was in the Marine Corps. The young¬ 
est brother went into the Army. 

Penny first became interested in animals on his 
grandfather’s farm back in Maryland where he spent 
most summers. From the time he was 7 to about 13

he helped harvest tobacco and drove three teams of 
horses.

After getting a degree in finance from the Uni¬ 
versity of Southern California, he attended USC Law 
Sdiool for almost a year before he knew that he want¬ 
ed to go into full-time dog training. 


His first dog show was in Pasadena in 1946 and 
he kept attending shows into the late ’40s before he 
became active. It was actually 1950 when he started 
handling and training dogs. He started his own classes 
in 1953 and that’s when he went to his first National 
Show in California.

With the advent of the new parking 
permit costs (from $25 to $50) and en¬ 
suing enforcement come some needed 
precautions for Sierra Madre residents. 

If you leave your vehicle in a parking 
area for too long, your vehicle will be 
towed without your being contacted 
immediately. 

You might think your vehicle has 
been stolen; when you call the police 
department you will be told that it was 
towed away. 

If you ask why you weren’t in¬ 
formed of the action, they might tell 
you that you will be informed, and you 
are - by mail three days later. 

What do you do if your vehicle 
is towed? It will be towed by an Arca¬ 
dia company; however, they do not hold 
the vehicle at that location. It is trans¬ 
ported to an Irwindale address and that 
is where you pick it up. 

You pay the Arcadia towing com¬ 
pany - in cash - before attempting to 
pick up your vehicle. They don’t take 
any type of checks or credit cards. 

Be sure you go to the Irwindale 
area expecting to wait awhile. You don’t 
get your car without a wait. 

And when you do get your car back, 
looking dusty and with numbers on its 
window, as if it had been abandoned, 
the best thing to do is file for a parking 
permit immediately. 

The $50 for the permit is only a 
pittance of what you will pay for the 
towing, storing and time spent attempt- 
r ing to get your car back. It’s worth it 
to pay up and forget all of the dis-

Out and About

Rarely do I write on subjects that have been 
suggested to me by friends. It seems that there 
is usually some hidden motive behind these re¬ 
quests. The most recent instance of this involves 
“latch-key kids.” This one is hard to ignore... 
simply because although some have suggested 
1 write something about it, others have men¬ 
tioned it in casual conversation. 

I decided to write something because there 
is a lot of misinformation. From the get go, 
there is no age barrier set into law. I’ve heard 
people say “...It’s against the law to leave any 
child under 12 alone.” Not true. But there are 
laws which will bite a parent in the butt if they 
expose a child to a situation which is injurious 
to that child’s health or welfare. This is section 
273 a. (1 and 2) of the Penal Code...a felony. 
It is known as the child endangerment section, 
and its basic premise is that common sense should 
prevail. 

What troubles me about this “common 
sense approach” to the subject is that 1 haven’t 
been impressed with what I’ve seen lately in that 
department. Common sense doesn’t seem to be 
a commodity we deal in these days. We live in 
troubled times. People move about regularly 
and sometimes there are people living around us 
that we really don’t know very well. And I think 
we have collectively slid a yard or two in values. 
In other words, we need to have our guard up 
a bit when it comes to children. I wish the 
law would recognize this fact and set some “guide¬ 


lines.’ 


I can see the predicament of single parents. 
Many of them do make arrangements to have 
someone watch over their children when they are 
at work. Some, however, simply cannot afford 
to pay for this service. These are the children at 
risk. You can appreciate the rationale...Sierra 
Madre is a low-risk community (not my percep¬ 
tion), and they are only alone during three or four 
hours in the afternoon. And most parents drill 
into their kids what they must be wary of and 
what to do if there is an emergency. 

The two things wrong with this is that kids 
will be kids, and it only takes one mistake. The 
second thing is something I learned from 25 years 
in law enforcement. Perverts can be quite cun¬ 
ning and convincing. They practice their evils 
as an actor does his lines. And Sierra Madre has 
no magic aura to fend them off. 

Frankly, considering the nature of our society 
today, and the fact that there are thousands of 
single parent situations around us, I’m amazed 
that some of these “do-goody” organizations 
don’t make an effort to provide a service instead 
of flapping their gums. The parent is, after all, 
trying to make the sometimes gray pageant we 
call life work. Meanwhile, I’d be remiss if I did 
not warn parents who leave children unattended 
that if these youngsters find their way into harm, 
it is possible that the district attorney would be 
looking into felony charges under that section 
1 mentioned.

Question: My puppy just dewormed for 
roundworms. How do they get them and 
how do you know they have them? 

Roundworms look like spagheili and you may see them in 
feces or vomil. If adull worms are noi seen, many times the 
microscopic eggs are seen on a routine stool exam by your 
vet. Dogs arc exposed to this parasite several different 
ways. First, they can be transmitted from the pregnant 
mother via the placenta to her pups. Secondly, they can be 
transmitted via the mother’s milk. Thirdly, roundworms 
are passed in feces of infected animals and can be ingested 
by dogs and cats. A fourth way is by ingesting a rodent, 
bird or insect that has ingested roundworm eggs. In adull 
dogs, the swallowed eggs pass into the intestine and hatch 
into larvae. These larvae migrate to body tissues where 
some become inactive cysts. Hormone changes that occur in 
dogs during pregnancy and nursing are thought to activate 
these cysts to migrate across the placenta. Some types of 
roundworms larvae will migrate to the liver, lungs and 
trachea where they will be coughed up and swallowed, thus 
returning to the intestinal tract to mature. Migrating round- 
worms can cause pneumonia or intestinal blockage. They 
can also rob young pups of nutrients and may retard 
growth.

He now faced the dan¬ 
gerous situation of having 


cornered a mountain lion 
in the back of his house, 
the only thing keeping the 
lion’s mouth from him 
was Flynn’s favorite cat. 

Flynn says what hap¬ 
pened next was a blur. 

“1 ran to the other side 
of the house as 1 heard the 
mountain lion run away 
into the hills. My cat lay 
at my back gate. 1 had 
saved my cat! What a 
cat!” 

Flynn took the cat to 


the closest veterinarian 
to learn Coyote Head had 
sustained a broken jaw 
and a concussion. The 
doctor added that the cat 
was in a deep state of 
shock. 

So is Flynn. After this 
third attack, Flynn does 
not look forward to an¬ 
other. The Fish and Game 
Society has offered to use 
hounds to hunt and kill 
the mountain lion should 
it reappear again.

Before the new Economic Development Com¬ 
mittee pointed to Montecito Avenue as an area for 
new Sierra Madre Businesses, The News had inter¬ 
viewed the owner of a new business located at 134 E. 
Montecito Ave. 

Patricia Earl Queen, owner, describes the busi¬ 
ness: “Through thoughtful consultation and research. 
Thistle & Crown, Ltd. creates for our corporation 

and professional clients the perfect expression of 
recognizing gratitude or achievement.” Sounds good 
and it is. 

Some of her clients include Merrill Lynch, Dis¬ 
neyland, Arco, Roncelli Plastics, a Remington Ex¬ 
hibit opening, a Hilton Head Tennis event and a Wim- 
bleton Tennis event. 

The gifts range in description from a plastic key 
chain to a piece of hand-etched crystal. There is a 
wide realm of gifts possible, such as silver, porcelain, 
leather, clocks and electronics, to name a few. 

The company on Montecito Ave. provides pro¬ 
motion pieces for company giving or “pillow gifts” - 
thank you gifts - as owner Queen explains. She said 
that when she opened the business on Sept. 30, 1987, 
she asked herself what she would like to receive, then 
attempted to act on her own instincts. 

Actually, her first project was a shirt designed 
for the Greek system at USC. Kathleen Farrington 
Queen, Patricia’s daughter, wanted a designer shirt 
to take to her Pi Phi sorority. 

“It’s all Kathleen’s fault,” the president laughed, 
then added, “I took the idea to a silk screener and by 
the time I left the artist, I had a resale number and 
had invested $3000,” Patricia smiled. Soon she went 
into the wholesale business and developed more de¬ 
signs for the Greek system, expanding into shirts for 
mothers and fathers. 

It was about then that she heard that a major 
corporation was bringing a golf “open” to California 
and they needed golf hats. She found that the major 
company making golf hats was located in Dallas. Her 
husband urged her to call the president of the com¬ 
pany; she did, and the president provided her with 
1000 hats for the gold open that year. 

“That launched the corporate side of the busi¬ 
ness,” Queen explained.

Reggie Gonzales, marketing promotion manager, 
director of sales, said. “We help them with events, 
awards, incentives to get their names out. We deal in 
customer awareness and satisfaction. We’re almost 
a professional shopper. We do the things other peo¬ 
ple and we do at Chrikmas, but we do it all year ’round.”' 

The company interviews the client first to dis¬ 
cover exactly what the customer wants. “We’re not 
the Fuller Brush man. We’re consultants,” said Gon¬ 
zales. He leads five other sales people in the company. 

Jeanine Thomas, sales consultant, knows the 
computer system inside out. She researches where to 
get a product, whether they have used the product, 
how much it will cost, when it will arrive. She ap¬ 
plauds the Advertising Specialty Institute, to which 
they belong, which lists thousands of manufacturers.

‘Ounce of earthquake 
prevention’ right here 


There is an authorized 
seismic upgrade (includ¬ 
ing adobes) and histori¬ 
cal restoration company 
right here in Sierra Madre, 
a company that believes 
that earthquake prepared¬ 
ness is “an ounce of pre¬ 
vention” that “is worth a 
pound of cure.” 

Eagle Restoration & 
Builders, Inc., A Seidner 
Company, is located at 
160 E. Montecito Ave., 
Suite E, Sierra Madre. 

Jeff Seidner, president 
and chief financial officer, 
started working for his 
father, George, when the 
younger Seidner was in 
his teens. He had com¬ 
pleted a quarter century 
of working at the com¬ 
pany, just when his father 
decided to retire recently. 
His father had been in 
business since 1953. 

Jeff Seidner said, “That’s 
how you stay in business. 
You do things right the 


first time around.” And 
that has been the unwrit¬ 
ten rule for the company 
all of these years. 

The company got into 
the seismic and historical 
restoration business when 
the condominium market 
died. Seidner said he had 
a passion for old build¬ 
ings and that led him into 
restoration of historical 
landmarks such as Calico 
Ghost Town, Leo Carillo 
in Carlsbad Rancho Gua- 
jome, owned by the Ban- 
dini family. 

He grinned and said, 
“We work all the way 
from Salinas to San Die¬ 
go.” They also do work 
in Salt Lake City and 
have a development in 
Boise, Idaho at Cascade 
Lake. In fact, they are 
a registered corporation 
in that state. 

In an earthquake in un¬ 
reinforced masomy (URM) 
buildings, the walls fall 


out and the ceilings fall 
in. Seidner explained 
that his work includes ty¬ 
ing the ceiling and the 
floors to the walls, using 
steel beams for support 
and installing a diaphragm 
in the roofs. He said that 
engineers know about 
what will happen in earth¬ 
quakes up to 7.0 and they 
strengthen the buildings 
using these parameters. 

What does he charge 
for seismic work? Be¬ 
tween $8 and $12 per 
square foot. “That’s to 
prepare the building to 
meet the current earth¬ 
quake codes,” he explained. 

“Besides commercial 
buildings, many people 
don’t know that we do 
house bolting to strengthen 
homes, also. We can do 
it in about two days and 
we charge approximately 
$1500 for the work. That 
work will save thousands 
of dollars worth of dam¬ 


age. 

Two of the engineers 
he works with are John 
Karriotas of South Pasa¬ 
dena and Gerald Lehmer 
and Associates. “We 
don’t deal with architects. 
The most of what we do 
is engineering.” 

Seidner explains that 
he is a licensed general 
contractor who hires sub¬ 
contractors “and they have 
to be top flight,” he 
cautions. “That’s how 
we have acquired the rep¬ 
utation for doing top flight 
work.” 

Of course, the com¬ 
pany not only strengthens 
buildings to seismic stan¬ 
dards but they also do re¬ 
model and repair build¬ 
ings that have sustained 
major earthquake damage. 

In the historical arena, 
retention or replacement 
of the architectural aes¬ 
thetics is of the utmost 
importance. Eagle is cur¬ 
rently involved with the 
historic renovation of a 
12,()00-square-foot resi¬ 
dence in Pasadena (circa 
1911) and has recently 
completed restoration

work to the Westminster 
Church’s 150-foot bell 
tower in Pasadena. They 
also have done extensive 
work on the Pasadena 
Playhouse and First United 
Methodist Church, just 
to name a few. 

Jeff, who is married to 
Linda Seidner, loves to 


In fact, he has a 
few secrets concerning 
barbecue sauce for chicken 
and ribs that he isn’t about 
to reveal. He also likes 
to ski, fish, and he loves 
cars.

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Folsom begins *Diet for Health ’ 
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Kathy Folsom, who has 
been a franchisee with 
Diet Center in Sierra 
Madre, has broken away 
and has joined seven other 
franchisees in starting an 
association called “DIET 
for HEALTH,” which 
they believe is an updated 
program.

“We still see the clients 
one-to-one on a daily 
basis, and we still believe 
in using supplements to 
stabilize the blood sugar.” 

Folsom said that both 
women and men come 
to the center for weight 


loss, some for an annual 
tune-up, others for a week¬ 
ly checkup, and others 
stop in for a cup of tea 
and a chat. “It’s a warm 
and friendly atmosphere 
and we always have our 
Tuesday morning break¬ 
fast. After all, we’re 
here to help,” Folsom 
said. 

Clients meet for an in¬ 
dividualized program 
and first receive a body 
analysis, determining the 
basic metabolic rate. The 
diet program is based on 
those findings. 

What is the average 
weight loss for clients? 
Folsom said about 30 
pounds; however, some 
have lost 100 pounds and 
some as little as from five 
to 10 pounds. 

“Some come in for a 
tune-up to refocus, to get 
their diets back on track. 
These are the people who 
like to keep their weight 
the same within five pounds 
at all times.” 

At the center they sell 
food and vitamins. “We 
have them (the clients) 
supplement with vitamins. 
We work with physicians 
if our clients have a medi¬ 


cal problem. Our sup¬ 
plements are provided by 
an indqDcndent company.” 
She explained that most 
of her clients are from 
Sierra Madre and Arcadia. 

They follow the guide¬ 
lines of the American 
Heart Association, the 
Cancer Society and the 
American Dietetic Asso¬ 
ciation.

Coordinator Connie Inskeep explained that the 
focus of discussion at the roundtable was AAUW’s 
report, “Shortchanging Girls, Shortchanging Amer¬ 
ica.” Girls and boys enter school on an equal basis, 
but by the time they leave the public schools, the girls 
experience a dramatically larger drop in self-esteem 
than their male counterparts. Additionally a cor¬ 
responding drop in girls’ interest in math and science 
have devastating consequences for the future of girls 
and the future of the nation. 

“Girls are being left out and left behind in school,” 
says AAUW Educational Equity Roundtable chair, 
Inskeep. “The forces that create these patterns of 
gender bias steer girls away from the courses of study, 
particularly math and science, that will prepare them 
for jobs of the 21st century.”

This Sunday Dr. Bob 
Edgar, president of the 
School of Theology at 
Claremont, will preach in 
our morning service.

Pastor Anderson will

Eventually the 
leaders of Israel turned 
against Jesus and saw 
Him as an evil person. 
Jesus described the spirit¬ 
ual sight of these leaders 
this way: when your eye 


is clear, your whole body 
also is full of light; but 
when it is bad, your body 
also is full of darkness." 
Would Jesus describe you 
as a person who has a 
“clear eye” or a “bad 
eye?” It all depends on 
how fully you trust His 
love and integrity. 

On Sunday evening, 
Jan. 31, the sermon will 
be “Pursuing Spiritual 
Maturity - Getting a Grasp 
on Our True Identity.” 

You can choose to be¬ 
come mature in Christ. 
No one else can choose 
for you. Your choice to 
seek the Lord with all 
your heart is foundation¬ 
al to all your growth as a 
Christian.

The city of Sierra Madre 
has raised the business 
license fee for home of¬ 
fice-based businesses from 
$36 per year to $40 per 
year, an increase of 11.1 
percent. In addition, a 
$10 mandatory “inspec¬ 
tion” fee is being im¬ 
posed, making the net in¬ 
crease 38.9 percent. 

In their wisdom, our 
city fathers also are “re¬ 
quiring” an estimate of 
gross receipts so that in 
1994 they can base busi¬ 
ness licenses on receipts.

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Rescue Team finds body 
of drowning victim 


By Jon Inskeep 

Late in the afternoon 
of Sunday, Jan. 17, Mark 
Rubio and several friends 
drove up toward Mt. 
Baldy to look at the run¬ 
off from the recent rains, 
now thundering down 
San Antonio Canyon. 

The experience was to 
be fatal for the 25-year- 
old Upland man. Rubio 
fell into the turbulent 
water and quickly disap¬ 
peared from sight. 

At the request of the 
Los Angeles County 
Sheriffs San Dimas Search 
and Rescue Team, the 
Sierra Madre team joined 
in the search for Rubio 
that night. The search 


was continued through¬ 
out the next day to no 
avail. By then it had be¬ 
come apparent that the 
victim could no longer be 
alive, so further search¬ 
ing was called off until 
this past weekend. 

Search teams from Los 
Angeles and San Bernar¬ 
dino Counties gathered 
at first light this past Sat¬ 
urday on the Mt. Baldy 
Rd. Barely IS minutes 
after resuming the search, 
Ron Hanson, a new mem¬ 
ber of the Sierra Madre 
Search and Rescue Team, 
spotted a body caught on 
a tree, still in the swift 
waters of San Antonio 
Creek. The force of the 


water made it necessary 
for team members retriev¬ 
ing the body to be safetyed 
to the shoreline with climb¬ 
ing ropes. 

Although positive iden¬ 
tification was not immedi¬ 
ate, the body is believed 
to be that of Mark Rubio. 
He had been swept down 
the canyon for nearly a 
mile. 

Local team members 
participating, in addition 
to Hanson, were Arnold 
Gaffrey, Phil Lester, 
Rick Harkness, Wayne 
Nakagawa, Pete Vier- 
heilig and Randy Katai.

Three Vietnamese adults 
were arrested for assault

Nordstrom addition celebrated 


With a ribbon cutting 
that triggered an explosion 
of a wall of balloons, 
Santa Anita Fashion Park 
revealed plans for an ex¬ 
pansion and rejuvenation 
which will include Nord¬ 
strom, a food court and 
20 new shops. The rib¬ 
bon-cutting ceremony took 
place in Center Court 
last Thursday, when Arca¬ 
dia Mayor George Fasch¬ 
ing said, “The expansion 
of Fashion Park repre¬ 
sents a significant boon 
to Arcadia’s economy 
and a terrific benefit to 
the consumers of this 
area.” 

It is projected that the 
expansion will provide re¬ 
tail jobs for at least 250 
people and to contribute 
approximately $1 million 


in tax revenue annually 
to the city of Arcadia. 

Participating in the 
ceremony were Glenn Car¬ 
penter, president and chief 
executive officer of San¬ 
ta Anita Realty; John 
Gilchrist, president and 
CEO of The Hahn Com¬ 
pany; Diane Naftzger, 
general manager of Fash¬ 
ion Park; and Richard 
Chilcott, Los Angeles 
regional manager of Nord¬ 
strom. 

As the participants cut 
the ribbon, a balloon wall 
exploded, revealing two 
50-foot long computer¬ 
generated graphics of a 
Nordstrom storefront. 

The expansion, which 
is being handled by mall 
co-owners Santa Anita 
Realty Enterprises and 


The Hahn Company, will 
add 218,546 square feet 
to the mall, bringing the 
total gross leasable area 
to 1,125,265 square feet. 

A seven-nierchant food 
court and several of the 
20 new shops are set to 
open later this year, while 
a 40,000 square foot ex¬ 
pansion to the Robinson’s 
store and the opening of
